Not only do the stunning 
documents — which Weisberg 
obtained after a 9-year court 
batUe — blow apart the single- 
gunman theory, but they also 
reveal that:

A copy of JFK’s death cer 
tificate verified by Admiral 
Burkley indicates that the sec- 
ond bullet struck Kennedy in 
the back “about the level of 
the third thoracic vertebra" — 
well below the level of the 
neck.
